LABOR TROUBLES. 


The Cabinet-Makers Seem Re- 
solved to Strike. 


How the Masters and Men View 
the Wages Subject. 


— 


A Full Account ef the Points at Issue — The 
Cigar-Makers’ Strike Terminated Suc- 
cessfully—The Shoemakers’ Trouble. 


The Cabinet-Makers. 

The discontent among the cabinet-makers 
is daily growing, and evidence thata strike 
will soon take place begins to show itself from 
the recent proceedings of members of this 
trade. Numerous schemes have been devised 
to avert the danger, without effect,and no one 
acquainted with the proceedings of those in- 
terested will be surprised when the trouble 
begins. ‘There is agreat discrimination in the 
payment of mechanics for labor performed in 
thistrade. The manufacturers claim that the 
selling price for furniture is greatly disturb- 
ed and for this reason they are unable to re- 
spond satisfactorily to the complaints 
of those in their employ. At 
the beginnigg of the trouble furniture 
dealers held a meeting and organized a furni- 
ture exchange forthe purpose of reculating 
the price cf furniture. They have held sey- 
erai meetings and discussed at length the sub- 
ject in question, but failed to arrive at a defi- 
nite understanding, there being sé many con- 
flicting interests involve d. It is claimed that 
should the price of furniture be further ad- 
vanced it would be the means of inviting

argument used by the manufacturers 
advancing the wages of their men, 
that the difference between 
the present wages received and the proposed 
increase must come directly from the con- 
sumer. The men, onthe other hand, assert 
that there need be no fear of the East menop- 
olizing the home trade. Everything that en- 
ters into the manufacture of furniture has in- 
creased in price, with the exception of wages, 
and employes, realizing this fact, have deter- 
mined to make this importantelement of the 
business correspond with the others. They 
say that wages should be first considered, and 
that the price of articles would regulate itself. 
The compensation paid machine hands 
employed in the cabinet-niikers’ 
trade js about 2 per day. A great many do 
not receive more than & per week, while a 
few earn 812. Bench hands are paid by the 
piece, the majoritv making from S$6to per 
week.

Louis manufacturers could more convenient- 
lv pay the required fifteen per cent than 
firms inthe East, which have already done 
so. ‘Those who are manufacturing furniture 
in St. Louis are blessed with the advantage 
of having an immense walnut region within 
easy reach, and can obtain all their raw ma- 
terial at little expense. Manufacturers 
in the East are compelled 
Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, and consequently have to 
pay high freights and the expenses incidental 
upon handling it and other disadvantages that 
are overcome in the West. If these facts are 
true it disprovesfthe theory that Eastern manu- 
facturers are about to take posession of the 
furniture trade ofthe West. Thatthe busi- 
ness is a paying one true from the fact that 
four new manufactories have been put in op- 
eration the past year, emploving one hundred 
hands. 

The cabinet-makers are disposed to be rea- 
sonable. and, if not pressed too hard, =

Delaue, Was unquestionably the reflex of the 
opin pn of the majority. It did not profess to 
be invthing but this, and its arti- 
cles were the wisdom of many and 
the pen of one, The Standard and the 
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destroys his pernic! ne ‘ 


Daily News are essentially party ofgans, the 
one representing the Conservative and the 
other the Liberal element. Although they 
naturally disagree with cach other in their 
estimate of men and things, both honestly be- 
lieve inthe views that they respectively and 
consistently advocate. The Morning Post has 
always been considered to be the representa- 
tive of high-and-dry Whiggism, and it bas al- 
wavs had exceptional facilities for knowing 
what goes on in foreign cabinets. The Morn- 
ing Advertiseris a class newspaper and is well 
edited. The Daily Chronicle is the youngest 
of the London ‘*dailies.”’ Its articles are 
well written and it gives a verge 
large space to local matters. Of 
late years the Standard and the 
Daily News have increased in circulation, but 
I am given to understand thatthe Daily 
Chronicie is cutting into the circulation of the 
Daily Telegraph. and I suspect this it is that 
makes its editorand proprietor so very touchy 
of criticism. The Daily Telegraph has two o1 
three able writers, who can indite good, read- 
able articles, and its city articie is well writ- 
ten. Butthe Levys have utterly destroved 
any influence that it once had by endeavoring 
to make the newspaper a pedestal solely for 
their social ambition and their pecuniary 
profit. In the columns of his newspa- 
per Levy Lawson has been ‘‘we:’’ out 
of its columus he has endesvored to 
acquire a sort of individuality for himself and 
his family that has beeneminently ridiculous. 
Hager to make money, he has not only pan- 
dered to sensationalism, but he has often pu- 
lished evidence of a peculiar kind at trials, 
which his more respectable contemporaries 
have not allowed to appear in their eolumns. 
Few will forget the crushing article in the 
Pall Mall Gazette, which protested against 
the notion of his being made a baronet, and 
nipped that job—il, indeed, any one ever had 
contemplated such an enormity—in the bud 
by the damning assertion that an ex- 
ceptionally high price had been charged for 
inserting in the Daily Telegraph a quack ad- 
vertisement.

WHERE ISAAC SMITH SLEEPS.

Why This is an Important Question to 
Officials of Two Towns. 


Must One Sleep With the Whole Body in a 
Town to Get the Right to Vote?—Do 
the Feet or Does the Head Set- 
tle the Question? 


(From the New York Sun.] 

DRIDGEPORT, CONN., October 25.—Mr. 
Isaac Smith of—but the question is. of what 
town is Mr. Smith an inhabitant ?—is uninten- 
tionally giving the registrars of two towns 
much anxiety. Mr. Smith himself is inclined 
to think that ly lives in Monroe township, 
While some of the voters there who are op- 
posed to his political views think, and have 
far in asserting their opinions as to 
challenge his right to vote in that township, 
that he jives just over the line in the town of 
Trumbull. The importance of Mr. 
Smith’s vote at the coming election 
for members of the Legislature is coneeded, 
and the question has made so much stir that 
Mr. Lovejoy, an influential politician of 
Trumbull, bas madeatrip te Bridgeport to 
Zet the views of lawyers about it. The dim 
culty arises from the position of Mr. Smith’s 
body when asleep, although it would seem 
that it might be adjusted by simply turning 
his bed around. Heis a tenantof part of a 
house which was built, as a matter of farming 
convenience, on the boundary line between 
the towns of Trumbull and Monroe. 

There is no question about where Mr.Smith 
spends the most of the day, unless, indeed, 
he takesa nap, Which, being a hale and 
healthy farmer, he says he never does. Hts 
kitchen, parior, and washiug-rooms are all 
on the Monroe side of the une. But when he 
goes up stairsto bed he enters a chamber 
through which the imaginary line passes in a 
direction that makes it more convenient to 
havethe head of the bed over the line in 
The room is a small one. There 
is not much space for anything but a bed 
there, and the window being where it is, 
ventilation and the convenience 
of getting to the bed sue 
vest its pre sent position. Some people think 
Mr. Smith would rather lis vote than 
change his bed: but he feels that. as he eats, 
dresses, Washes and cooks in Monroe, and as 
on'y his head and the upper portion of his 
Dedy are in Trumbull at night, he ought to 
vote in Monroe. The tenant who occupies 
the other side of the house, and whose bed- 
rooms are all in Trumbull, votes without 
euestion in Trumbull; but the registrars of 
this town object to putting down the name of 
aman whose only claim to domicile is the fact 
that his head, for eight hours or thereabouts 
of the twenty-four, is in ‘Trumbull. 

Mr. Smith ststed the piainly to the 
Monroe authorities just before the latest elec- 
tion. There was some doubt about the case. 
lie was a citizen and tax-paver of Connecti- 
cut, and had an undoubted right, being of 
sound mind and not attuinted, to vote some- 
where, and as it Was certain that he wouid 
not be allowed to vote in Trumbull, nor in 
any other town than Monroe, the Monroe Se- 
lectmen received nis name. But, he was 
about to vote, his right to do so was chal- 

und the general opinion is that the 
Chollenge would have been sustained had not 
amajorityv of the offierals been of the same 
political faith as Mr. Smith. The only reason 
given forthe challenge was that Mr. Smith 
Was not a resident of Monroe, and not a resi- 
With nis head in Trum- 
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„Smith attempts to vote next week in 
Monroe his vote will be again challenged.

Smith's entire apartments, excepting one 
corne) of his room, are in Monroe, be oucht 
to be allowed to vote in that township... An- 
other farmer of Trumbull sententiously ex- 
pressed the general feeling by saying that, 
because a man sticks his head over night into 
town, it is no reason why he should be allow- 
ed to stick a ballot into our boxes.“ Mr. 
Smith savs that he expressed his idea about it 
when he voted in Monroe, and is disposed to 
feel that the opposition is due to the fact that 
his challengers do not belong to the same 
party that he does. He is willing to vote 
anywhere the authoritics say he has a righ* 
to, but doesn't propose to spend much time or 
money in pressing his rights. 

There are several cases in Connecticut that 
somewhat resemble this, although none where 
the question is Whether the resting place of 
the head and upper half of the body, or that 
of the feet and lower half of the body consti- 
tute the right to vote. But there are in 
Fairtield county two other cases Where the 
dwelling is bisected by a boundar¥ line, aud 
in one instance a part of ahouseis in New 
York and another part in Connecticut. In all 
these cases it has been the custom to 
accept the citizen asa voter in the place where 
he pays the largest tax, orto let him choose 
himself which of the two towns shall be his 
domicile. 

Lawyers in Bridgeport say there ought to 
be no question about Mr. Smith’s domicile. 
His residence, barring a part of his bed, is in 
Monroe, and- beyond that authorities have no 
rightto go. The only danger to Mr. Smith, 
ortoaman less honorable than he, might be 
the temptation totry to vote in both places, 
the lawyers say. 

Mr. Smith does 
any better suited to a 
Monroe, although it is true that Trumbull is 
amore hilly township than is Monroe. It's 
only asurveyor’s line anyway,’ hesaid. It's

he does not wish to imperil his life he must re- 
tire entirely from business of any kind.

His soirees 
never cost less than $2,000 each, and as the 
money set apart tor this purpose by Govern- 
ment was not sufficient, Andrassy was com- 
pelled to draw upon his private means.

ANOTHER MURDER. 


Thomas Royal, Alias Bunty Tom, 
Dies From His Wounds, 


Inflicted by Alexander Cage, ina Stab- 
bing Affray—Statement of the Pris- 
orer—Full Details of the 
Crime. 


Shortly vefore midnight last night Thomas 
Royal, alias ‘‘Bunty Tom, died at his moth- 
er. s residence, No. 817 Biddle street, from the 
result of a knife wound inthe breast inflicted 
by Alexander Cageon the corner of Seventh 
and Biddle streets last Thursday night. 
The causes which led to the 
tatal affrav are few and can be 
briefly narrated. The two men were both 
roughs members of the gangs of hoodlums 
whichinfest the Third Police District.
